David Morgan: This mao had, 


through fear of che indians, fied’ 


to a fort near the ealt fide of Mo- 
nongahela river. From theace he 
-fent fome of his children to his 
plantation, which was, about a 
mile diftant, there to do fome bu- 
finefs in the field. He afterwards 
thought fit ta follow and fee how 
they fared. Getting to his field 
and eting himfelf on the fence 
within view of his children, he ef- 
pied two indians making towards 
them, on which he caled co his 
children tò make their efcape. 
‘The indians immediately bent 
their courle towards him; he 
made che belt hafte to elcape a- 
way that his age and confequenc 
infirmity would permit, but foon 
. found that he would loon be o- 
vertaken, which made him think 
of defences, 
ood rife he faced about, and 
ound himéfelf under the necefiity 
-Of runing four or five paces to- 
wards the indians, ia order to ob- 
cain a theleer behind a tree. 

This unexpected manoeuvre o- 
bliged the indians, who were clofe 
by, to op where they bad but a 
fiball timber to Meler behind, 
which gave Mr, Morgan an op- 
portunity of fhoceing one of them 
dead upon the {pot, the orher, 
taking the advantage of Morgan’s 
empty gun, advanced towards 
him, and put him to fighe the fe- 
cond time, snd being lighter of 
foot chan the old man, foon came 
up within a few paces, when he 
fired ar him but fortunately miffed 
him, On this, Mr. Morgan fa- 
ced about again, to try his fors 
tune, and clubbed bis Gi.eclock; 
The indian by this time had got 
his tomahawk in order for a throw, 
at which they are very dextrous. 
Morgan made the blow and the 

tadiaa the throw almok at che 
fame inftant, by which the litele 
finger was cut off Morgan’s lefe 
hand, and the one nexe to it ale 
moft off, and his gua broke off by 
the lock : Now chey come to clofe 
grips; Morgan put the indian 
down, but foon found himfelf Qa 
verturned, and the indian upon 
him, feeling for his knife and yel-

ling moft hedioufly, as their mans - 


nec is when they look upon their 
widlory to be certain. However,
